On the evening of August 19, in 
the Queenstown district, an event 
of events was celebrated wheh 
friends, relatives and neighbors 
from far and near gathered together 
atthe home of Mr. and Mrs, Win. 
Brown to congratulate them on the 
Slat recurrence of their wedding 
e@nniversary—and incidentally to 
@elebrate in typical Western style 

It was on August 19, in the year 
1868, at the home of the bride’s 
father, in Milltown, Arbutihgiot, 
Kincardineshire, Scotland, that 
Susan Ayimer was united iu mar 
riage to Wm. Brown by the Rev, 
R. Spence, 

After spending the first few years 
of married life in the home-country 
the lure of colonial life printed in 
the picturesque Capt. Lawson style 
influenced them to bid farewell to 
Sootland’s shore and to embark for 
Canada in the year 1889. ‘Their 
deatination was detiniiely settled 
before they set sail, ani their pa w- 
age waa, booked clear 
Fleichu¥ (Queenstown), Aloerta 

On their voyage to their new 
howe they met, two other settiers 
journeying to the same destination, 
and with these they caine and form- 
ed the ‘‘advance guard’’ of white 
settiement here. Most assuredly 
this countryside savas far from pic- 
turesque, productive or comfortable 
for residence thirty, yéare ago, and 
' the triv of ‘‘originas” Mir. Brown 
and his family, were the duly ones 

yposeesaed of thi: true pioneer spirit 
and they alone ‘‘stuck with it’, 
Through the dangers of Indian 
hostility, through the trials of bard 
years, and through the many dis 
comforts incidental to pioneer life 
on the prairie they remained at 
their post faithfuily struggling 
against inclement vature and an 
adverse environment. 

Those were the days when settlers 
were few and far between —days 
when white men were rare and 
white womei still morerare; days 
when the homeward trail from 
Gieichen le} almost as directly as 
one cared to imake it; days when 
ridersf}nd folks far Pa home ap- 
preciated a friendly roof and an 
open door-way—days whea the 
“arbuthnot Ranch’’ hos pitality 
caused the name to be known far 
aod wide, . The legend and romance 
that lies behind the christening of 
**Slickeup Lake’? down south testi- 
fies eloquently to the fact that the 
music and general good times always 
te be enjoyed at Mr. Brown's home 
made that place a veritable oasis in 
the Western wilderness. 

When the land was thrown open 
for homsateading and the original 
grazing grounds were becoming 
gwaller and smaller—days when the 
cattle owners looked with a none 
too friendly eye on the incoming 
rush of ‘‘small land holders’, who’ 
fenced and fenced the prairie land 
—the ‘‘home of the Browns’’ be- 
came naturally the centre of the 
fast multiplying settlement—a glow- 
ing tribute to the hospitality and 
magnaminity that was there to be 
enjoyed. Sympathy in distress, 
help@. failure, encouragement in 
dieappointment always radiated 
from this centre for the welfare of 
all, and when the nights were long 
and the time hung heavy,the music, 
the dance and the general go! tine 
there available found a welcome 
boon to the prairie-dweller. 

Since their reputation in the 
“neighborhood was so well grounded 
on the rock of friendliness it is no 
small wonder that something ovr 
200 persons rallied one again to

British .Air Service Came 
From the Dominion 

Sir Gilbert Parker, a distinguished 
Canadian long resident in England, 
fontributes an—informing article to 
the Fortnightly Review for July on 
the British Air Service. In it he em- 
bodies highly interesting facts with 
regard to Canada’s share in that ser- 
vice, ‘It is wonderful,” he writes, “to 
think that we who had a very small 
acroplime: service mastered the art 
and produced fighting machines 
which> beat the Germans at every 
turn; and I am glad to know _ that 
over thirty per cent. of all the pilots 
in the British Air Service came from 
the Dominion . of Canada; while the 
name of Licut.-Col. Bishop, V.C., a 
Canadian, ranks among the greatest 
air pilots and adds honor to the 
splendid ‘achievements of our air 
forces in the field.” 

Continuing, he sets forth the cotn- 
parative contributions of tlie various 
Overseas members of the British 
Commonwealth of nations, “The Do- 
minions,” he states, “have played a 
great part in our acrial war service. 
}Australia contributed 250 pilots and 
ha total personnel of over 3,000, but 
the big achievement remains with 
Canada, Over 8,000 Canadians have 
served as officers in our flying ser- 
vice, and when the armistice came 
there were nearly 2,500 in the Royal 
Air Force. From South Africa came 
2,000 men to serve in England or 
Egypt as probationary flight officers, 
and about 3,000 were commissioned 
in the flying service in France, Egypt, 
Palestine and Africa. This was a 
wonderful rosgig,”

mittee, he writes: “The public of the
